Recommendations that its activi- 
ties be extended to include the em- 
ployment of an all-time executive sec- 
retary, wider publicity of its work 
and aims, the creation of supporting 
and life memberships, and that it 
offer to disseminate educational in- 
formation it obtains through the 
schools, were made by the committee 
of review, headed by Herbert Porter, 
which Thursday completed its two- 
week study of the activities of the 
Atlanta Teague of Women Voters. 

The review committee, holding 


fairs as related to civic life, 
that there is a vital place in Atlanta 
for the league and that in the past 
it had done fine work toward improve- 
ment of conditions in the city.

55-50’HOUR WEEK 


FOR MILLS URGED 


Seventy-three per cent of the cote’ 


ton mills in the United States have 
agreed to the “55-50” recommendation 
made hy the Cotton Textile Institute, 
Secretary of Commerce Lamont was 
advised in Washington Thursday by 
Walker PD. Hines, chairman of the 
board, and George A. Sloan, president, 
of the institute. 

The report pointed out that “as 
evidence of the soundness of this rece 
ommendation. the Cotton Manufae- 
turers’ Association of Georgia, at its 
recent convention, unanimously passed 
a resolution recommending adoption of 
this policy to cotton mills in the state 
of Georgia “in order to insure great- 
er uniformity in running time and 
regularity in employment. 

*Likewise,” the report adds, 

American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, representing mills in all 
of the cotton textile producing states 
in the south, unanimously adopted a 
resolution at its annual meeting on 
May 7 approving this policy. 
The “Do - 50” recommendation 
means 55 hours for the day shift and 
50 hours for the night shift with no 
overtime beyond these hours. On 
March 25 northern and southern mills

Men seldom think rationally when they discuss censorship. 

To one man any form of censorship is an unwarranted infringement 
on human rights; to another it is a mecessary moral safeguard. 

Thus a discussion of censorship becomes a conflict between one 
man’s definition of liberty and another man’s definition of morality—a 
continuation that is, of the conflict that has spilled the blood of men since 


the dawn of history. 


It is a conflict in which moderation and tolerance and reason giv 


way to passion and prejudice. 


Yet men of good will and sound sense, eager to establish what is 
right, can easily and quickly find the happy medium that is reasonable 


and just, 


Censorship is a defense measure. 

It is a means by which society protects itself from enemies. 

If there are no enemies, there is no need of censorship. 

And if censorship attempts to do more than protect society from 


enemies, it becomes a nuisance and 


a tyrant. 


The question to decide is not whether censorship is right, but whether 


it is needed. 
If it is needed, 
Society’s right to protect itself 


it right; if it is needed, it is wrong. 


is unquestioned. 


Man’s right to liberty is equally obvious. 
At what point, then, does the individual's right to liberty conflict 
with society’s right to protect itself? 


The answer is easily found. 


The things that a normal man has a natural desire to do, and can 


'do without injury to his neighbors, 


these he has a right to do, and to 


deny him the right is to steal his liberty. 


But liberty does not include the 
to others. 
Nor does it include the right to 


right to steal, for theft does injury 


marry a girl five years of age, for 


the désire to make such a union is abnormal and offensive to the moral 
sense of decent men. 


Prohibitive laws have two purposes—to protect normal and decent 
men and to restrain abnormal and indecent men. 


If you are a normal and decent 


man, you have no desire either to 


publish or to read filthy and lascivious literature. 
Censorship of such literature in no way affects your liberties. 
The natural rights of normal people are not affected when a pervert 


is forbidden to write filth on the

between Chicago and Liverpool ap- 
peared to be in progress, and had a 
further unsettling effect. Largely as 
a consequence, lowest prices of the 
day here were reached toward the 
finish as well as during the early 
dealings, with transient upturns as an 
interlude. 

Giving considerable momentum at 
times.to wheat price rallies were re- 
ports that domestic wheat prospects 
west and southWest are becoming 
worse as harvest time draws near. 
(Complaints that wheat shows a thin 
stand were especially mentioned as 
applying to sections all the way from 
Nebraska to Texas, inclusive. Be- 
sides root rot was reported as widely 
prevalent in Oklahoma and Texas, and 
were advices also that winter 
wheat at many places in Illinois and 
Indiana is going backward. Talk 
was likewise heard about rust danger 
in France and of Hessian fly spread-

“In each game,” he said, ‘‘you’ve got to be back of the ball to hit 
it. I mean your weight must be back to get the punch in. In each 
game you've got to be careful not to swing too soon. Many ball play- 
ers make this mistake. Nearly all golfers do. They are thinking too 
much of the act of hitting and not the swing itself. You can take more 
time than you think you can take in a basebail swing. 

“The same is true of a golf swing. In baseball I like to see 

a hitter willing to wait and take his time, not one who lunges 

at the ball ahead of time. In golf I like to see a fellow who isn’t 

in any great hurry to hit. But I’m not so anxious to play against 

him, for he is generally steady and hard to beat. 

“I felt I was growing stale a little while back so I begged off and 
got in a round of golf. As 1 recall it, | got three hits in the next ball 
game and have been pegging along ever since. 1 know working on the
